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DISPOSABLE FLEXIBLE CUTTING BOARD 

ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A cutting board for cutting of vegetables and the Uke by a chef 
or cook Is formed of a thin flexible sheet of durable plastic material 
that has sufficient durability to perwlt,the cutting thereor 
with i sharp cutting knife v^thout being cut a^ 
flexible to permit the board to be rolled In a. funnel ^ like cor^o>jratldfi 
for funnelling food particles Into a bowl or the like.

20 Turning to the drawings, particularly Figure ly^here Is shown 

a cutting board generally designated by the numeral 10 constructed in 
accordance with the present Invention. This cutting board comprises 
a thin flat sheet 1 2 of flexible durable plastic material which is highly 
/ flexible and durable. The sheet of material is preferably about 9 
26 / mil tn thickness and preferably of a ( narv-toxlc^plastlc material that 
\ ts safe for contact with food and may be placed tn a dishwasher for 
cleaning. The sheet of matertal ts also preferably sufficiently 
flexible to permit the sheet to be curled as in Figure 4 for funnelling 
chopped material such as fruits, vegetables and meats into a bowl or 
30 other container. 
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The sheet 12 as shown In Figure 1 may be of any suitable 
configuration or size but is preferably on the order of ap^oximately 
12 x 34 Inches or 12 x 16 inches and may be made In sizes to fit 
standard wooden cutting boards or chopping blocks. This would 
5 / permit it to be used as a protector for standard chopping blocks of 
the wood type to permit use thereof without damage thereto and still 
utilize the other features of the present invention. 

As seen in Figure V the sheet 12 or cutting board t2 may be 
supported simply on a table or counter top 14 as illustrated. The 
10 board preferably includes a hole 18 for hanging ftx^M-j^i 6r the tike 
on a wall or in a cabinet or the like* " v ■ ^ 7 ^-^^ 

Turning to Figure 2, the board 12 is preferably • > ^'a L :gwheraUy 
rectangular configuration and as pointed out may be pn^erabty : 
constructed to fit starafOT 
15 covering thereof. The board preferably includes a rim tike edge 

portion 1 8 to add stability to the structure and similarly form a slight 
rim or depression for containing small amounts of liquid . 

Turning to Figure 3 a cross sectional view of the edge of the 
member is shown showing the sheet member at 12 having a thickness 
on the order of approxim ately Q jptl with a rtm mender 18 extending 
around the periphery of the sheet. This rtm member will add stability 
to the sheet as well as confine liquids therein. In this connection, the 
opening or hole 16 preferably similarly includes a rim to prevent the 
spilling of liquid therethrough. 
26 Turning to Figure 4 there is illustrated the board member 12 

curled into a substantially flannel shape having a lower or spout like 
portion shown at the lower end for funnelling various materials such 
as cuttings or the like into containers such as a bowl And other dishes. 



/ 
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I have found only certain materials to be suitable for use in 
construction of the boards of the present invention. Materials such 
( as a durable polymer material, that is tough and durable such as 
V polypropylene and the like have been found to be suitable. 

6 Preferably, the material wtU permit the use of a knife for chopping 
materials without the knife cutting through the material in the ordinary 
course of use. This requires a certain toughness as well as minimum 
thickness. Eventually* as will be appreciated, the board will be 
sufficiently damaged by the cutting action that replacement is 

10 necessary* The board in accordance with this invention can be 
readtly discarded or otherwise disposed or without undue expense 
and may be placed in a dishwasher to be cleaned. ' 

Turning to Figure 5 of the drawing there is illustrated an 
alternate form of the cutting board which as wtll be seen, has a 

16 substantially circular configuration. This cutting board 20 has a 
generally circular configuration with a punched out hole or the like 
22, at one edge which might also be formed in an ear like portton 24 
for hanging on the wall. This sheet as tin the previous ehTbodtment, 
may or may not have a rim portton as desired. The sheet or board 

20 can be easily rolled and funnelled into a shape for funrieUtng chopped 
materials into a bowl as previously discussed. The size of the board 
as previously pointed out, can of course be altered or modified to 
any desired size as needed. ' ' 

Thus, it will be seen from the above discussion that I have 

25 invented a certain flexible, durable cutting board which may be 
utilized directly as cutting board or utilized as a protector for a 
standard cutting board. While I have illustrated and described my 
invention by means of specific embodiment, It is to be understood 
that numerous changes and modifications may be made therein without 

30 departing from the spirtt and scope of the invention as defined in the 
appended claims. 
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CLAIMS 



1 . A cutting board comprising* V - [ S % 

a sheet of thin flexible durable plastic rnateHal having a planer 
face for supporting comestible to be chopped with a knife* said sheet 
of material having a durability sufficient to resist the cutting action 
of a cutting knife. - 1 

2. The cutting board of claim 1 wherein said sheet of material 
has a flexibility sufficient to permit rolling said board Into a 

■ substantially funnel shape* ^ \ 

3 • The cutting board of claim a having a thickness of about 9 mil . 

4* The cutting board of claim 3 having a rim around the edge 
thereof* . " ' 

5. The cutting board of claim 3 having a flat rectangular 
configuration, 

6. The cutting board of claim 3 havtng a flat circular configuration* 
7* The cutting board of claim 3 formed of a polymer material* 

8. The cutting board of claim 7 wherein the material Is 
polypropylene. 

9. The cutting board of claim 8 having a generally rectangular 
configuration. 

10* The cutting board of claim 8 having a generally circular 
configuration* 
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
